Employing Printers of San Bernar- 


dino County, Riverside County and 
‘ 

a portion of Los Angeles County sat 

down to dinner Tuesday night at the 


Casa Blanca and with these employ- 
ing printers representatives of the 
wholesale paper houses of Los An- 
geles. 

Conditions throughout the  print- 
ing and paper industries were the 
main features before the men fol- 
lowing a most tempting dinner served 
by Landlord Green of the Casa 
Blanca. 

The condition in the printing busi- 
ness as seen by men in the trade 
throughout this district is well sum- 
med up by George P. Cheney, of En- 
terprise, Oregon, who says regarding 
conditions on the Pacific Coast: 

“As prices of some commodities 
have declined of late, and some other 
drops are expected, the impression 
has gone abroad that everything is 
coming down to the old lével. This is 
far from the fact. The future un- 
doubtedly will see advances as well 
as declines, for this is a period of re- 
adjustment in which fair prices will 
be sought rather than of general re- 
duction. In the printing trade there 
are no signs of any reduction, and 
the old level will not be restored 
either in small towns. The produc- 
tion of nearly all kinds of paper is 
behind the demand now, and the 
trade estimates that consumption is 
five pounds for every four pounds 
manufactured in the United States. 
No increase in the supply from im- 
ports seems probable for several 
years. Latest price lists quote the 
highest figures ever known, which 
generally are 800 per cent of the pre- 
war prices. 

“The logic of the situation requires 
that prices in the country towns be 
maintained permanently above the 
old time level for the preservation of | 
the business. Some twenty years ago 
the printing trade in both cities and 
towns—excluding from consideration 
the metropolitan newspapers—was in 
most deplorable condition. Only 4 
few concerns with special advantages 
of some kind were earning interest 
on their investment. tl was nip and 
tuck with them to keep alive. In the 
country towns the situation was even 
worse. Do you remember the num- 
erous jokes about the country editor? 
How he had to take wood, potatoes, 
butter, turnips or any other produce 
in payment of his bills? Those jokes 
were realities for the man in the} 
business, and his compensation was 
the lowest and the most precarious of 
any in the country. He’ occupied a 
small shack for shop and office, liv- 
ed in a rented cottage, had to scrape 
and beg to get cash to pay whole- 
gale bills and A#vhen he died a lodge 
buried him. 

“At the same time the merchant 
sold his wares for cash, the banker 
collected his interest, the lawyer re- 
ceived his fees and all of them lived 
in the big houses of the town, They 
had their vacations and went to the 
mountains or the seashore, and theirs 
children finished high school and pro- 
ceeded off to a college. The farmers 
built larger barns and modern houses 
and bought the latest and most ex- 
pensive machinery. And not one of; 
the men of these classes put in as 
many hours a year of hard, exact- 
ing, nerve consuming work as did | 
the conscientious country editor do- 
ing a comparatively large business in | 
his line. 

“Some twenty years ago the print- 
ers in the large cities found a way 
out of their distress through the es- 
tablishment of cost systems and the) 
formation of associations which 
ed prices to the point 
business could live and 
the small towns practically nothing | 
was done to improve conditions until | 
it was forced by the war. It was a 
case of meet the facts or quit, and 
those who have stayed in the busi- | 
ness have put up prices and now be- 
lieve they are entitled to maintain 
them at a level where they will not 
fall into the old poverty.”

acting as a cooperative unit. The 
California Fruit Growers have 
suffered greatly from lack of or- 
ganization. But might we sug- 
guest to Mr. Powell that so have 
the publishers. Might we also 
suggest that the publishers, just 
like the fruit growers, have 
taken a tumble to themgelves 
and they do not propose to be 
worked for free advertising. The 
fruit growers have lemons for 
sale, and they want,to sell them 
at a reasonable profit. The pub- 
lishers have advertising for sale, 
and they want to sell that at a 
reasonable profit. The fruit 
growers will not give away their 
lemons, and the publishers will 
not give away their advertising. 
May we also pass along this

Tampa, Fla., Dec, 30, 1920, 
Upland News: | 
Dear Editor:—We are in Florida, 


our fortieth state. We entered from 
Georgia and the first city we came to 
was Tallahassee, the capital, Then

The northern part of Florida is more 
beautiful, from the scenic viewpoint, 
than we expected, it being hilly— 
nothing high, of course, but all dec- 
orated in a beautiful dress of au- 
tumn leaves.

Hungarians are peaceful people, fru: 
gal, and in the cities of the East 
where they have lived they have be- 
come good Americans. Most of the 
people who will become members oi 
the colony will be American citizens 
and the others will soon take the 
oath of allegiance. 

“LT cannot say how many families 
will become members of the colony. 
We have been at work only a few 
weeks and have received thousands 
ot inquiries. But there will be sev- 
eral thousand families.” 

Mr. de Kakesy came to the United 
States in 1915 as a representative of 
the Hungarian government at the 
{San Francisco and San Diego ex- 
positions and the war prevented his 
return to Hungary. He became as- 
sociated on the editorial staff of a 
Cleveland newspaper, having been a 
‘journalist in his native country,
